Board Asks supervisors 
Not To Fill Position 
Of Miss Whitney 

As the first step in a program 
designed to result in a reorgani¬ 
zation of rotinty governmental of¬ 
fices in 1938, the Orange county 
farm bureau board of directors 
yesterday afternoon adopted a res¬ 
olution requesting the board of 
supervisors not to appoint a coun¬ 
ty recorder for the remainder of 
Miss Justine Whitney’s term. 
Miss Whitney resigned office fol¬ 
lowing her conviction last week on 
charges of willful misconduct In 
office. 

The resolution further urged 
that “definite steps be taken to 
make a complete analysis of the 
effect of consolidating county of¬ 
fices, with the purpose of adopt¬ 
ing a county ordinance consoli¬ 
dating county offices prior to the 
elections in 1938 to secure the 
greatest efficiency and economy 
in county affairs." 

Urged Action Last Year 

For several years, it was ex¬ 
plained, the farm bureau has 
maintained that me tax burden 
in the county was getting unbear¬ 
able, and that strict economy in 
governmental procedure was nec¬ 
essary. 

President L. A. Bortz of the 
farm bureau said today that the

Blanche Dolph's Sister 
Is Accusing Two In 
Estate Contest

Orange county does have a transient relief problem. 
True, it is small compared to the problem of Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and San Diego counties, our near neighbors, 
but it is a problem none the less. 

Although Director Terrence Halloran of the State 
Relief administration has announced that only 35 transient 

j>fami!ies arc on SRA relief rolls, 
and those only temporarily, a dif¬ 
ferent story comes out of the 
county welfare department. 

Transient applications for as¬ 
sistance, in the shape of food, 
money, gasoline or shelter, aver¬ 
age about four daily, according to 
Mrs. Belle Spangler, intake offi¬ 
cer for the department. 

As no check is kept of these 
cases, it is difficult to ascertain 
whether they apply to the county 
alone for help, or if they first at¬ 
tempt to get. help from SRA and 
come to the welfare department 
after they have been refused. It 
is impossible, too, to ascertain how 
many of them go to the SRA and 
are included in case figures there, 
after they leave the county wel¬ 
fare department. 

No Leeway Allowed 
There is no help possible at 
either of these agencies, unless 
the transient will agree to return 
to the state of his legal residence. 
A single man may be sent to Los 
Angeles, and certified to a tran¬ 
sient work camp, three of which 
are located in this county. The 
transient family which finds itself 
in financial straits is faced with 
but two alternatives go home or 
go hungry. Often they have no 
home, but the rules allow no lee¬ 
way. 

And yet leeway is given. Com¬ 
mon humanitarianism compels the 
welfare department to do some¬ 
thing for the unfortunates who 
knock at its doors. It may be only 
food to tide them over a night, or 
gasoline to get them out of the 
county, but as Director Byron

Miss Dolph also said that last 
October Mr. Lucy estimated the 
estate to be worth $800,000 but 
that in the petition for probate i 
the estimate was less than $10,- 
000 . 

Answers Lucy 

In an answer to Mr. Lucy’s af¬ 
fidavit opposing her as special ad¬ 
ministrator, Miss Rolph alleged 
that in August, 1935, Mr. Lucy 
and Lucilla MeGaughey caused 
her diseased sister to transfer all 
her property to a corporation or¬ 
ganized by Mr. Lucy to prevent 
miss Rolph and other heirs from 
sharing in the estate. 

Opposing the requested probate 
of the will, which leaves her a rug 
and a picture, Miss Dolph said 
that Lucilla MeGaughey, compan- I 
ion of the late Miss Blanche Dolph 
for 25 years, “did by flattery, ar¬ 
tifices and falsehoods, co-mingled 
with apparent affection for the de¬ 
ceased, gain control and domina¬ 
tion over her and her affairs." 
Miss Dolph also asserted that Lu¬ 
cilla MeGaughey caused her sis¬ 
ter’s bank account to be made into 
a joint account, with survivorship 
for herself. 

Sister 'Secluded' 

Miss Dolph said her sister was 
secluded from her friends and that 
because of "the nefarious design 
of Lucilla MeGaughey she was in- i 
duced to execute the purported 
will on Feb. 19, 1920. She said 
that under undue influence of the 
woman and Mr. Lucy, her sister 
was induced to execute a codicil to 
the document last Sept. 24. 

Today Miss Dolph was scheduled j 
to show cause why she should not 
be removed as special adminis¬ 
tratrix of the estate. The hearing 
was continued to Feb. 16 in Su¬ 
perior Judge James L. Allen's 
court. Mr. Lucy has sought the 
removal on the ground that Miss 
Dolph's advanced years will pre¬ 
vent her from giving an efficient .

The criticism which started Ein¬ 
stein on his search for the new 
equation was advanced by Dr 
Ludwik Silberstem of the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto and is published in 
the current issue of the Physical 
Review. 

Einstein saw the copy of the 
criticism before it was offered 'or 
publication, conceded it was valid 
and began the new task. 

Silberstein’s criticism was that 
the Einstein equation to explain 


the gravitational powers of mat¬ 
ter, provides a kind of matter 
that does not have gravitational 
powers. 

In the same issue of the maga¬ 
zine Prof. Leigh Page of Yale sub¬ 
mitted a new theory of relativity 
broadening Einstein’s most famous 
contribution to science. 

"The new theory,” Page said, 
"leads to the possibility of types 
of motion not allowed by the 
older theories, and offers the hope 
of acquiring a better understand¬ 
ing of the motions occuring in the 
atom.”

Regulations of the state pro¬ 
vide that a person applying for 
aid must have lived in California 
for three years before he is eligible 
for relief. Federal provisions sa.v 
a transient is a legal resident after 
one year. From this there is no 
appeal. 

In case of dire necessity, hos¬ 
pitalization can be secured for 
transients. It is not legal, and 
according to rules, can not be 
given, but agam, what can be 
done? 

State Is Mecca 

California, as has been pointed 
out by Police Chief Davis of Los 
Angeles, is the golden mecea for 
thousands of indigents monthly, 
who hope to make their fortunes 
in the land of opportunity. They 
come here, they can not find work, 
they refuse to go home, and when 
help is denied them they become a 
menace to society, and a constant j 
drain on the financial resources of I 
the community in which they 
finally land. 

A glance through the case rec¬ 
ords of the welfare department i 
shows the baffling, helpless as¬ 
pects of the problem. Every case 
is different; every case must re- i 
ceive attention. And those who i 
apply at the doors of a regularly 
constituted agency for help are not | 
the "blanket-stiffs" that mak" 
the hobo jungles and shanty towns 
prosper. They are mainly poor j 
people who came here God knows 
how, and have no place to go. 

Here’s An Example 

One of yesterday's cases was 
that of a man and wife. The man ; 
is a share-farmer from Oklahoma. ; 
He appeared at the welfare office j 
wild and haggard with worry. His 
wife was desperately ill in their 
camp in the south end of town. He 
had been unable to get help at the 
SRA, and had nowhere to turn. 
He refused to go back to Okla¬ 
homa, where he had slowly starved 
on a rocky piece of ground. 

The welfare department called 
the county hospital, and within an 
hour the sick woman was on a cot 
being prepared for an emergency 
operation for appendicitis. Wires 
were sent to Oklahoma to verify 
the man’s residence. An appor- 
tunity was advanced for him to 
go home. The federal transient 
service would pay his expenses 
back. 

Rather Starve Here 

“I’d rather starve in California,” 
he said, "than go back there.” 

Ill as his wife was, she agreed 
with him. 

There is no place for these peo¬ 
ple in California. The sick woman 
is taking hospital space and medi¬ 
cal attention that are the legal 
rights of residents of this county 
They have no money, no food, no 
gas for their car. The man Is 
being fed by the county. 

They are a transient relief prob¬ 
lem, and they will be one for 
Orange county until some means 
of solving the problem is found. 
The woman must be in the hos 
pital; the man must eat. And 
they are only one of a hundred 
such cases that come to the wel¬ 
fare department every month. 

Hundreds of Cases 

Hundreds of cases during the 
winter—the sick, the needy, the 
broke, the panhandlers, juveniles 
I who run away from home, petty 
i t hie vers, transients who live on 
relatives until legal residence is 
established and then apply for re- 
I lief, freight train hoboes. 

And like it or not, these hun- 
! dreds live off Orange county un¬ 
less or until something is done for 
them. The organized agencies 
have their hands tied. Every cent 
they spend on emergency cases or 
in investigation Is unauthorized, 
and yet it must be spent. 

That is one little aspect of the 
problem. Tomorrow we will at¬ 
tempt to show more of this prob¬ 
lem from another angle. The wel¬ 
fare department says there is a 
problem that is immediate, press¬ 
ing and dangerous.

Boat Works Site To Be 
Cleared; Owned By 
Noted Yachtman 


LAGUNA BEACH.—Complying 
with a request to investigate the 
legality of the new state parking 
regulations in Laguna and to de¬ 
termine the city's liability in the 
event of an accident with a car 
parked diagonally on the state 
highway. City Attorney M. G 
Harvey Wednesday night advised 
the city council to order the park¬ 
ing lines changed and the imme¬ 
diate enforcement of the new 
parking laws. 

In substantiating his opinion, 
Mr. Harvey cited a recent ruling 
of the attorney for the division 
of motor vehicles in whose opin¬ 
ion the city would be responsible 
in case of an accident caused by 
a car parked unlawfully on the 
highway. A case of this nature. 
Mr. Harvey stated further, might 
hold in court on grounds that 
the city was negligent in enforc¬ 
ing the law. 

It was further revealed that the 
city has requested the highway 
maintenance department to furn¬ 
ish the funds necessary to make 
the changes, and it was intimated 
that action will undoubtedly be 
taken soon. 


NEWPORT BEACH. -Construc¬ 
tion of a harbor master's office 
building on the Washington street 
pier to aid in making observa¬ 
tions of all boating activities in 
the harbor, Is a proposed feature 
which may add to the nautical 
appearance of the recently com¬ 
pleted $2,000,000 pleasure harbor. 

Plans and specifications for the 
building, estimated to cost about 
$2000, are being prepared by 
Shelby Coons, local architect. The 
plans will be presented to the city 
council at its next meeting March 
2, for approval. If approved, bids 
will be called for soon afterward, 
it is announced by Harbor Master 
Thomas E. Bouchey. 

The structure will have two 
decks, topped by an observation 
tower. Powerful searchlights may 
be installed to play on local wat¬ 
ers so that activities may be 
watched. A large telescope will 
also be Installed, according to 
present plans. 

The first deck will be utilized 
for the office. Yachtmen may re¬ 
port here for moorings and an¬ 
chorage. Visitors may locate 
boats and boat owners through 
this office. 

The second deck will be used 
for maps and chart cases. Bunks 
will be Installed to be used in 
event of storms when the harbor 
master will be required to remain 
at the office. 

A boat garage will be built un¬ 
der the structure to house Har¬ 
bor Master Bouchey’s patrol boat. 

The building will be constructed 
on city property where the fed¬ 
eral government has maintained 
an office during the harbor de¬ 
velopment project, according to 
plans. 


NEWPORT BEACH. — Razing 
of old buildings, landmarks for 
j many years, in the heart of the 
Balboa business district was be¬ 
gun today. The structures, cover¬ 
ing a square block and erected 30 
years ago, will be tom down. 

The original boat workshops 
built by W. S. Collins, as the 
earliest commercial development 
in Balboa, which form the largest 
part of the structures on the prop¬ 
erty extending from the bay to 
Bay avenue and from Palm to 
Washington avenues, will be de¬ 
molished. 

The Bay View apartments, the 
old store building in which Charles 
Way introduced his first general 
store, and a two-story frame 
dwelling, one of the first homes 
in Balboa, will soon be a thing 
of the past. 

No plans for future develop¬ 
ment of the property have been 
considered, according to Fred E. 
Lewis, noted yachtsman, who is 
the owner. However, it is ru¬ 
mored that interests are endeavor¬ 
ing to open a parking station 
there. 

It was Mr. Collins, early har¬ 
bor worker, who made Collins 
Island, on the opposite side of the 
bay, and built "The Castle” on it. 
For a number of years the large 
dwelling was used for a club, but 
now C. A. Price owns and occu¬ 
pies it. 

Smith Brothers for a number of 
years operated the Balboa Boat 
Works in the boat shops now to 
be torn down. Earlier, according 
to local historians, H. L. Sherman 
and L. W. Briggs operated a boat 
works there. Ben Cope also oper¬ 
ated a boat building and repair 
business in the boat shops. He 
later became the founder of the 
South Coast Boat Works.

There was no money, so 
each man receipted his own bill 
and that was that. 

The church was completed, but 
the parsonage was some distance 
away. There was no sidewalks, 
the road was not paved, so in the 
winter Rev. McKenzie kept his 
shoes at the church and wore his 
boots back and forth. In 1914 the 
parsonage was built and a few 
years later the social hall, which 
the women of the church say was 
built by faith, as they had no 
money. 

The church functions along 
many lines now. It is a center 
of activity for the community. 
With its clubs for girls and boys 
and men and women, it has added 
a mental and spiritual develop¬ 
ment that cannot be measured, 
and Sunday, observing the thir¬ 
tieth year of the church, mem¬ 
bers and pastors from far and 
near will gather to contemplate 
the work they have accomplished. 
Perhaps they will hear a voice 
saying, "Well, done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” 


WINTERSBURG.—Thirty years 
go, an anx!ou.i group of fathers 
and mothers met here for the 
j purpose of forming a Sunday 
j school. Most of them had been 
I taking the children to Westmin- 
| ster, a long drive in the winter, 

I over muddy roads, with ruts so 
I deep that sometimes the buggy 
wheels sank almost to the hub. 
i They decided to have a Sunday 
school of their own, so the Win- 
tersburg church had its beginning. 

The school was held in the state 
armory, a building of importance 
in its day, and a center of activity 
in the commity. It stood about a 
J block from where the present 
j church stands, and there every 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock Sun¬ 
day school convened. The late J. 
T. Shafer was the first superin¬ 
tendent and Sally Damron, now 
Mrs. O. H. Lindner, was the secre¬ 
tary. The Sunday school flour¬ 
ished and soon a preaching service 
j was being given most Sundays 
j with a visiting pastor officiating. 
The members of the Sunday school 
were of many denominations and 
(he ministers who came to con- 
{ duct the services were of many 
j creeds — Presbyterians, Baptists, 
Methodists, Latter Day Saints— 
all gave of their best to this little 
band of worshippers.

“If they succeed in embarrass¬ 
ing or blocking Arizona in the 
Yuma-Gila project, neither the 
Parker nor the Imperial dam will 
ever be completed," Moore said.

Baking liiun 

When it comes to baking ham, 
we may achieve new effects by 
basting it with gingerale, orange 
juice, pineapple juice, cider or 
peach juice. The gravy will take 
on the most delightful fruity fla¬ 
vor. 

And working our way down to 
meat loaves, don’t forget to add 
ground pork to the beef and the 
veal! It adds just the right 
amount of fat to make the loaf 
juicy and rich tasting. 

And for an entirely new twist 
to meat loaf, add grated fresh 
carrot and chopped onion to the 
ground meat and usual seasonings, 
and bake in a loaf pan lined and 
covered with pie crust. 

Slices of left over roast ham. 
placed in ramekins with a sliced 
hard cooked egg on top, covered 
with a mild cheese sauce, and 
sprinkled with buttered crumbs 
and browned in the oven, is a new 
way to serve odds and ends of 
ham, for a supper dish. 

Good Supper Dish 

And another supper dish that 
always goes over the top is cas¬ 
serole lined with cooked rice, 
moistened with tomato juice and 
filled with diced cooked meat, 
diced uncooked celery, some 
chopped green pepper, and moist¬ 
ened with a little gravy. Then it’s 
all covered with rice and tomato 
and baked until the celery is done. 

Then there's smothered steak. 
Instead of broiling your next 
steak, vary it by searing it quick¬ 
ly under a very hot broiler then 
place in a casserole and cover it 
with onions, carrots, peas, toma¬ 
toes, and a few celery leaves. 
Cover the dish and complete the 
cooking in the oven. 

For an oven dinner there is 
nothing quite as delicious (and 
easy!) as stuffed flank steak. And 
It’s a good “budget stretching” 
dish, too! 


Variations in Meat Flavors 

This time we shall confine our¬ 
selves to variations in meat cook¬ 
ery. One novel dish that is easily 
and quickly prepared is liver, cut 
in small cubes, browned and 
served with tomatoes which have 
been cooked with just a sugges¬ 
tion of green pepper. I know 
you’ll like this combination! 

Chops by the way—either lamb, 
veal or pork taste entirely dif¬ 
ferent when they are dipped in 
egg and crumbs, then quickly in 
salad oil and broiled under a 
steady heat, instead of pan fried. 

And speaking of pork chops, I 
like them best if lemon juice is 
sprinkled over them before broil¬ 
ing, whether they are broiled with 
or without the egg and bread 
crumb coating. 

Cooking Fish 

A new way to cook fish, espe¬ 
cially filet of sole is to spread it 
with a paste—made of finely 
chopped pimiento, parsley, lemon 
juice, onion and butter—and then 
bake it. 

Sage rubbed over a roast of 
pork before cooking brings out a 
very subtle flavor, that’s hard to 
define (you can’t identify it as 
sage) but the finished roast is a 
delicious one. 

Leftover lamb combined with 
rice is a very usual but neverthe¬ 
less a very acceptable way of 
serving leftover roast lamb. How¬ 
ever, the commonness disappears 
entirely when current Jelly is 
added to the gravy; and an en¬ 
tirely new and surprising dish is 
created. 

Another interesting way to cook 
filet of sole is “en casserole.” It 
will emerge with an entirely un¬ 
suspected flavor, if it's been lay¬ 
ered with canned tomatoes, sliced 
I onions and seasonings—becoming 
a sort of fish stew.

Ancient Kingdom Is Invaded 


BERKELEY, Feb. 7. </P> De¬ 
scendants of the original “Adams” 
and “Eves”' of the potato and to¬ 
bacco families have been trans¬ 
ported from the ancient kingdom 
of the Incas to the University of 
California for experimental propa¬ 
gation. 

The plants, which have appar¬ 
ently bred true in a wild state 
since prehistoric times, are among 
hundreds of botanical collections 
made on an expedition into remote 
areas of South America by Dr. F. 
H. Goodspeed and party. 

To obtain the prized specimens, 
the party traveled more than 16,- 
000 miles. Canyons, often several 
thousand feet deep, were travers¬ 
ed. More than 5000 miles were 
flown by airplane. Much of the 
area visited had never before been 


I explored botanically, and some of 
j the more remote sections evidently 
had never been visited by mem¬ 
bers of the white race. 

Among the specimens now being 
uncrated at the universty are i 
. many perhaps totally new to sci- 
' ence, says Dr. Goodspeed. They 
include potato plants so frost re¬ 
sistant as to grow at altitudes of | 
13.000 to 14,000 feet. 

Never having been cross bred 
or propagated, some of the tubers 
are thought to be identically the 
same as those the ancient Incas 
ate for food in the days of their 
ferocious existence.

LET’S TEACH AMERICANISM 

W HAT this country needs today is a hard-hitting, fact¬ 
giving educational campaign on the true meaning of i 
Americanism. Entirely too many persons are in black 
ignorance of what it means to be an American citizen, 
living under a republican form of government. 

For the past few years these individuals have heard 
parlor pinks and political plutocrats magnify our national 
faults until they have come to think that the United 
States is a political, social, moral, and economic hell.

As a result of these misrepresentations, opinions have 
become so perverted in some parts of the United States 
that an honest citizen cannot state a patriotic conviction 
without being called a hypocrite and a scoundrel. 

This is indeed a sorry state of affairs. Imagine an 
American citizen so ignorant of the blessings of life in 
the United States that he would prefer to be bossed 
around by Stalin, Hitler, or Mussolini! 

No, of course, the United States is not perfect. But, 
taken as a whole, its citizens are the happiest and most 
prosperous in the world. 

In spite of the depression and of the fact that we 
have only one-eighteenth of the world's population, we 
have 60 per cent of the wealth and the things that go 
with it. 

In spite of the fact that many families do not have 
work or an opportunity to earn a living, they are receiv¬ 
ing food and shelter from their fellow citizens. 

In spite of the fact that there is illiteracy in this 
country, there are schools available to everyone. 

In spite of the fact that a few petty American 
tyrants would like to run the country, every man, woman 
and child under the constitution is guaranteed freedom 
of religion, freedom of speech and the press, the right 
peaceably to assemble, and the right to petition the gov¬ 
ernment for a redress of grievances. 

It is under this form of government, in the short 
span of 150 years, that the United States has grown 
from a petty colony to the most powerful and prosperous 
nation on earth with the freest and happiest people. 

Can Russia, Germany or Italy—with their stupidly 
tyrannical governments—offer a record like this? 

Do not imagine that because we urge a course in 
Americanism for Americans that we would like to stuff 
a gag down the throats of these clever, but misguided, 
propagandists who spout foreign theories so freely. Let 
them rave. They can do no harm so long as someone 
else tells the truth about the United States. 

And do not get the impression that we believe that 
this nation has reached the pinnacle in human and in¬ 
dustrial relationships. 

A far greater future stretches ahead. But it will 
not be attained through Communism or Fascism. It will 
be reached only by carrying on, shoulder to shoulder, 
bearing in mind those noble words written 150 years ago 
“that all men are created equal, that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain inalienable rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happi¬ 
ness.” 

Let’s teach Americanism. 

With congress repealing New Deal laws that the 
supreme court doesn’t kill, it won’t be long before we 
can give the alphabet back to the school kids.

They are usu¬ 
ally bubbly with a conviction the 
tune they are composing as a 
smash. And Walter Pater once 
wrote: “To live on the edge of 
high hope in only imagined ex¬ 
pectancy is about as near heaven 
as we get in this consciousness.”

For a time, too, I did a bit of 
gong clapping for a music pub¬ 
lishing house and spent an hour or 
so a day in the try-out rooms of 
those made - over brown - stones. 
Perhaps two dozen pianos would 
be thumping away in the stall-like 
spaces, a jangle that would drive 
most folks mad. Harry Von Til- 
zer had just been eclipsed by Irv¬ 
ing Berlin as king of the popular 
song, and lovable Charles K. Har¬ 
ris was still venerated for giving 
the nation his “After the Ball.” 
The song pluggers, too, were a 
rare study in high pressure en¬ 
thusiasm and adept in exploiting 
the newest slang of the day.

Just as everybody some day 
tries to write a novel, so is the 
writing of a song inevitable. My 
effort tried to halo the Ohio river 
with the same sentimentality that 
Paul Dresser achieved with the 
banks of the Wabash. And just 
about then “The Beautiful Ohio” 
waltz came out and made a sucker 
out of me again.
